The school author- 
ities have joined hands with other interested 
civic bodies. 


The whole push have rolled up their sleeves and on April 1 will 
begin a thorough municipal house cleaning. 


A whole month will be devoted to this good cause. Rich and 


poor alike are enlisted in the war fcr "A Cleaner Cleveland." 
The papers are devoting first page space to it. Doctors are us- 
ing the weight of their authority in encouraging the people to 
get busy. Especial stress is laid on backyards and alleys. Each 
week the street cleaning department will collect every bit of 
rubbish that has accumulated and cart it away to the municipal 
dump to be burned.
